Mr. Sin Also Has Many 
False Witnesses, Be- 
ware of Them 





J. B. Weeks, Whigham, Ga. 
Judges:—“A very serious charge 
is brought against Mr. Sin. He is 


charged with having caused all the 
trouble that has ever been. There 
are many witnesses in this case. 
Some of them are distinguished per- 
sons. The first witness to be exam- 
ined is Mr. Adam.” (Speaking to 
Adam). “Mr. Adam, it is alleged that 
you and your wife were the first 
persons who formed an acquaintance 
with Mr. Sin. Do you know of his 
having caused any trouble?” 

Adam: “I do, he caused us to lose 
our home. We had a paradise for a 
home; no rent to pay; no taxes; no 
plowing or harvesting. All the work 
required of us was to care for the 
orchard. We had a_ kind landlord 
who visited us in the cool of the 
day, but Mr. Sin persuaded us that 
our landlord was withholding privi- 
leges from us and that if we would 
use the fruit of the tree which He 
had reserved, we should become wise. 
We did so and sure enough we learn- 
ed some things to our sorrow. We 
learned that we were naked—then 
began the task of sewing, patching, 
washing and ironing. We learned 
that we had broken our contract and 
must move immediately. After that, 
we had to work very hard to make 
a living. The soil was thin and 
brought forth thorns and thistles. We 
learned that we had forfeited our 
right to the tree of life, thereby 
bringing sickness and death on our- 
selves and our posterity. Our eldest 
son slew his brother and was himself 
banished from the country, bereaving 
us of both sons at the same time. All 
of this trouble we attribute to Mr. 
Sin.” 

Judge: “The next witness is Mr. 
Noah. Mr. Noah, it is said that you 
preached righteousness one hundred 
and twenty years and that you was a 
carpenter and built a certain large 
house boat, called the ARK. Will 
you tell us who was the cause of your 
building the ark?” 


' Noah: “The God of Heaven gave me 
the blue print and financed the job, 
but there was no need of the ark 
until Mr. Sin came to our neighbor- 
hood and got the people into so much 
wickedness that it repented God that 
He had ever made man. So He de- 
termined to destroy them by a flood. 
I was not in sympathy with Mr. 
Sin, neither was my family, so God 
planned the ark to save our lives. 
We lived in the house-boat one year 
and ten days, and when we return- 
ed home, all the neighbors were dead 
except Mr. Sin. He alone survived the 
flood. We were rather lonesome and 
became friendly with him. He it 
was who first taught me to make 
“home-brew,” thereby bringing  dis- 
grace on me and my family. He is 
working this same old trick exten- 
sively in these last days.” 

Judge: “The next witness is Hon. 
Governor Joseph of Egypt, your 
honor, will you tell what you know 
of the defendant?” 


Joseph: “I first met him when but 
a mere lad. He was a chum of my 
older brothers and at his suggestion, 
they threw me into a pit to die. Af- 
terwards they drew me out and sold 
me to some slave traders. They dip- 
ped my coat in blood and then lied 
to my father, who mourned me as 
dead. for many years. In the mean- 
time I was taken to Egypt and to my 
surprise Mr. Sin was. there! He 
travels extensively and has represen- 
tatives in all parts of the globe. 
Though I was then a slave, he visited 
me and tried to get me to commit 
wicked deeds. I steadfastly _Tefused, 
whereupon he went to the king — 
questioned me of the very deeds = 
refused to do, for which I was U

The Bride, The Lamb’s Wife

Marriage is a divine institution de 
signed to form a permanent union be- 
tween man and woman that they 
might be helpful to one another. Gen. 
2:8. Moses presents it as the deepest 
corporeal and spiritual unity of man 
and woman. (Peoples’ Bible Encyclo- 
pedia). 


Joseph was a type of Christ. His 
brothers hated him. He was sold for 
silver. He was put in the pit, later 
he was bound in prison. He finally 
came forth and married a Gentile 
bride and became a great ruler. His 
brothers finally turned to him for 
comfort and he succored them in the 
land of Goshen. 


Jesus was put in the pit (tomb) 
later preached to the spirits in prison, 
eame forth to be exalted at the right 
hand of the Father above all powers 
and principalities and is to receive a 
Gentile bride and shall rule in this 
world of which Egypt is a type. He 
will also show special favor to His 
brothers, the Jews. 

The Second Adam 

Jesus is referred to as the second 
Adam. As the first Adam fell into 
deep sleep and because of this God 
was able to take a rib from his side 
and form for him a bride. Adam’s 
pride was of deep union with him, 
she was a part of him. 

The second Adam fell in deep 
sleep (death on the cross) and during 
this sleep prophecy was fulfilled, His 
side was pierced and blood came 
forth and because of this sleep, this 
rest and this blood, the bride is being 
formed ana shall be presented to the 
second Adam, the Bridegroom and 
without spot or wrinkle or any such 
thing. 

Must Stop at the “Antiroom” 

It is stated that among the Jews 
in olden times when a marriage was 
to take place, the parents. usually 
made the selection of a bride for their 
son. In the absence of the father the 
selection devolved upon the mother. 
After the selection followed the es- 
pousel. (Peoples’ Bible Encyclopedia). 
Usually there were great preparations 
made at the bridegroom’s home. His 
young men friends assisted him while 
the bride’s young lady friends assisted 
her at her nome. At a certain appoint- 
ed time both parties start on a jour- 
ney to meet each other.The bridal com- 
pany goes to a certain place to await 
the arrival of the bridegroom, when 
the cry is made “behold the bride- 
groom cometh,” they all arise and 
go out to meet him. The march is 
usually after night in order to make 
it a more glorious and beautiful spec- 
tacle. The bride and groom meet and 
the company returns to the home of 
the bridegroom, where’ great festi- 
vities take place. 

All parties attending must go thru 
an “antiroom” where garments are 





given to everyone so that all may be 
dressed in the same manner. 

Jesus used this usual occurrence 
to show how It Is to ve at the mar- | 
riage of the Lamb. If it could be pos- | 
sible for anyone to slip through with- | 


out receiving the wedding garment, 
they would be immediately expelled. 
Jesus gave the illustration in Matt. 
22, where the man was cast into out- 
ter darkness where there is weeping 
and gnashing of teeth. 


This outer darkness is thé tribu- 
lation. There shall be much weeping 
and gnashing of teeth with regret, 
when they realize what they have 
missed. They have tried to console 
themselves that they are ready for 
the rapture and the marriage of the 
Lamb and will even try to press in, 
but the tribulation awaits all those 
who have not the oil in their vessels 
with their lamps. Then how impor- 
tant that every child of God go by 
the “antiroom,” a place of deep con 
secration, and don the whole armour 
of God and be fully prepared for 
this great and notable event. . 

Let Us Make for the Inner Circle 

No half hearted Christian need ex- 
pect to enter, but if you get in at all 
it will be after you have washed your 
robes and made them white in the 
great tribulation. See Rev. 7:14-17. 
This class is none other than the 
once foolish virgins who shall not be 
able to go in the rapture. They shall 
not meet the Bridegroom when He 
comes. They are the class that will 
have been too neglectful to avail 
themselves of the necessary garments 
and light to insure their entrance. 
The first crowd will have gone in, 
they not only having had their lamps 
trimmed and burning but shall have 
plenty of oil in their vessels with 
their lamps. 

The others shall see what they have

justly imprisoned for several years. 
He brought not only me, but all the 


Hebrew nation into bondage in 
\Egypt.” 

Judge: “The next witness is Hon. 
Moses, Statesman and _ Legislator. 


Will, your honor, please tell of your 
knowledge of Mr. Sin?” 

Moses: “When Mr. Sin was a mem- 
ber of the Senate he presented a bill 
that all male children born to He 
brew parents should be killed. I was 
born while that law was in effect 
and only the hand of providence 
kept me from meeting that same fate. 
As other infants born to eur people 
he made our people serve with rigor 
and when we left Egypt and started 
back to our native country he sent 
a large army to capture us and they 
lost ‘their lives in the Red Sea. He 
followed us into the wilderness and 
essaying to be one of us, caused the 
people to murmur and complain for 
which many lost their lives. He 
kept us wandering in the wilderness 
forty years, when the journey should 
have been accomplished in one year.” 

Judge: “King David is the next 
witness. Will, your royal highness, 
tell what you know of the accused?” 

David: “I first met him when I 
was a shepherd boy. War was his 
favorite sport in those days. He in- 
stigated war between our people and 
the Philistines. We were about to 
lose the battle, but I had learned a 
trick in my shepherd life, which 
turned the tide, and won the victory. 
The king and the people were very 
thankful, but before King Saul reach- 
ed home, Mr. Sin told him I was try- 
ing to usurp him of his throne. He 
created so much jealousy that King 
Saul wanted to take my life and I, 
though innocent, spent several years 
a fugitive, from the king’s anger. 
After I became king, he still caused 
me trouble. He disgraced my daugh- 
ter; banished a son from home and 
caused another son to rise in rebel- 
lion against me. I vowed I would 
never make friends with Mr. Sin, but 
he is a very crafty rellow. He dis- 
guised himself one day and caused 
me to break three of the command- 
ments which caused me so much re- 
morse and anguish.” 

Judge: “Next witness is Prophet 
Jonah. Do you know of Mr. Sin hav- 
ing caused any trouble, Jonah?” 

Jonah: “I- do. He disturbed the 
peace of Ninevah, and the whole 
city was about to be destroyed. I re- 
ceived a call to go there and hold a 
revival, but Mr. Sin suggested that 
I go to Tarsus instead, so I started 
to Tarsus and was forced to ride on 
a submarine three days without a 
chart or compass. When I reached 
Terro Firma again I went to Nine 
vah and held a successful street meet- 
ing. The entire city, including mayor 
and all repented, but Mr. Sin said 
I had not been given a square deal 
in that meeting. So I sat under a 
gourd vine and pouted and petted 
myself until I found myself on the 
ministerial shelf and had no more 
calls for meetings.” 

Judge: “The Great Financier, Mr. 
Dives is the next witness. Will you 
tell what you know about the = ac- 
cused?” 

Dives: “Most assuredly I will. I 
have been pleading tu send a mes- 
sage back to earth. I was a financial 
success in yonder’s world, but here I 
am too poor to buy one drop of 
water. I am so thirsty, being tor- 
mented in these fiames. I was a 
friend of Mr. Sin’s. I did not partake 
of his outbroken wzckedness, I mere- 
ly took more interest in temporal 
things than I did in my soul and 
this is my reward. I associated with 
the moral and refined people there, 
but here I am in the same lake of 
fire with whoremongers, liars, idol- 
aters and sorcerers. They make no 
class distinction here. It is unbear- 
able. But worse still, my five breth- 
ren and my great. grand-children, 
neices, and nephews are _ following 
in my footsteps and will soon land 
here. They are not all as rich as I 
was, but they all have the family 
trait—procrastination. My brethren 
and I heard Moses and the prophets 
read in, the synagogues each  Sab- 
bath day, but we listened to Mr. Sin 
and did not heed. The younger gen- 
erations hear Jesus Christ preached, 
but they do not give earnest heed to 
the things which they have heard. 
They will soon be here wailing and 
gnashing their teeth for how shall 
they escape if they neglect such a 
great salvation? Mr. Sin is now teach- 
ing that we shall have another chance, 
but there is no hope of a _ second 
chance held out to us here. I have 
been sending messages to Abraham, 
but he only reminds me I had my 
chance and am reaping the reward 
of my choice. Mr. Sin also teaches 
that there is no such a place as hell; 
that the proper name for this place 
is the grave, but I assure you his 
changing the name has not lessened 
the heat of the flames nor the tor- 
ture of my guilty conscience. We do 
not call it the grave here, neither 
is it called purgatory. I left enough 
in yonder’s world to pay for many, 
many prayers, but (take it from 
me, you cannot buy Father Abraham 
off). It is too late! too late! I have 
no rest day nor night and the smoke 
of my torment shall descend up for- 
ever and ever.

are popular and are fashionable and 
some of our preachers will expose 
them by getting up and saying, “Be- 
loved, let us cleanse ourselves from 
all filthiness of the flesh and spirit 
and let us keep ourselves pure and 
let us dress as becometh holiness.” 
It looks like they could tell that such 
preaching made fathers and mothers 
sad when their fine young sons and 
daughters were doing these very 
things. Why don’t they leave off that 
and a few other things and tell of 
how God loves this poor lost world, 
and that Jesus died to save souls 
from sin, and never mention the 
Church of God, tithes and a few oth- 
er things? 

And too, there is another thing to 
consider and that is, that there is 
nothing to a preacher that will not 
go. well dressed and live in a fine 
house and dress his family in the 
latest styles and give them plenty to 
eat and fill his reguiar appointments 
and be there on time.” 

If he fails in all this, he is 
scorned and it is said that he cannot 
be depended upon. But some say, “I 
don’t think a member should ever 
deprive him or herself to pay tithes 
and should never give but very little 
of anything in the offerings until 
they have paid themselves out of debt 
and bought them a fine car and a 
lot of nice clothes and are living in 
luxuries, then if you have anything 
to spare, give it, but never give any- 
thing they need or could use them- 
selves. Such things as meat, grain 
ete. will not spoil, we can keep it or 
sell it for cash. Give to the preacher 
something that might not keep so 
well.” 


Right here I want to say that the 
above does not apply to all the mem- 
bers in the Church, but the above 
does show the condition of a mem- 
ber after he has compromised with 
the spiritual sanballots and tobiases, 
he dreads to hear the hammer of old 
members of the Church of God, even 
in their testimonies. O it does make 
one feel so badly, after he has lost 
his love for the Cuurch, lost the 
glory out of his soul and he has set 
in conference with Sanballot and 
Tobias and decided that there was no 
use of preaching church, tithes, gov- 
ernment, ete. They say he _ that 
Christ has made free is free indeed, 
and possibly before they sit down 
they will confess their own spirit is 
bound and they haven’t the liberty 
they ought to have, but what is worse, 
they, after being deceived themselves, 
try to force their false freedom on 
others and get them in the same 
spiritual bondage with themselves.
